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ASSESSMENT OF COHORT VIABILITY - 
FOURTH COHORT (2018-19) 


This progress report summarizes the outcome of the early application (ApplySDSU) of the 
2018-19 cohort. Like last year, this year NAEC registration closed at the end of March. We 
believe that we had the best turnout this year; 285 prospective students applied through the 
Apply SDSU; this is approximately 70 more than the applications last year. Out of the 285 
applicants, 250+ are conditionally admitted and same number of students are invited for 
admission/ financial aid interviews. 235 students were selected for financial aid and offered 
various levels of support to attend SDSU-G. As of the due date of this report, all 235 students 
agreed to their financial aid packages. The total number of students who marked SDSU-G 
programs as #1 on the NAEC registration totals to 214. Considering that we still have three 
months before the NAEC exams, and the additional student recruitment during the “NAEC 
Appeals” period, a total fourth cohort enrollment of approximately 200 Georgian citizens seems 
doable. 
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1. Introduction 


The objectives of SDSU-G’s fourth cohort recruitment were outlined as: Recruitment 
of 200 fee-paying Georgian students; recruitment of 30 fee-paying international 
students; recruiting from Socially Vulnerable and Social Support groups (aiming at 
recruiting approximately 20% of the new student population); increasing participation 
of women in STEM (aiming at increasing participation of women to 50% of the new 
student population); securing scholarships for students by increasing the interest and 
participation of the Georgian NGOs and the Georgian industry in STEM education and 
STEM development in Georgia. An equally important objective for the fourth cohort 
was to work on the long-term sustainability of the SDSU-G programs. For this, a target 
of 25% was set as the family co-pay (rest coming from other funds like GRDF) of 
SDSU-G’s tuition for the Georgian citizen ($7,500). 

Six degree programs were offered to the fourth cohort: In addition to BS Computer 
Engineering, BS Electrical Engineering, BS Chemistry - Biochemistry, and BS 
Computer Sciences, BS Civil Engineering and BS Construction Engineering. 

Like last year, the fourth cohort recruitment process started on September 1 st . The target 
of visiting 50+ sizable schools in the greater Tbilisi area, and 150+ schools in the 
Regions, during the Fall semester was met. In addition, ten STEM academies were 
organized : Three in Tbilisi, two in Kutaisi, one in Zugdidi, one in Akhaltsikhe, one in 
Batumi, one in Telavi, one in Pankisi Gorge. The online early application, ApplySDSU, 
was made available on September 15 th 2017, and prospective students had until January 
16 th 2018 to apply. Subsequently, qualified students were offered conditional admission 
to the SDSU-G programs and invited for face-to-face interviews. Successful candidates 
were offered financial aid to join the fourth cohort of SDSU-G students. 

This report summarizes the fourth cohort early recruitment results. 
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2. Fourth Cohort Recruitment 


2.1 Short Overview of the Fourth Cohort Recruitment Strategy 


For the fourth (2018-19 AY) cohort recruitment, it was decided to use the same 
recruitment strategy used for the second and third cohorts. As it is the case for the third 
cohort, recruitment was launched in the fall semester! Accordingly, SDSU-G started 
accepting ApplySDSU applications in early fall, and outreach and recruitment activities 
were launched on the first day of high school opening (typically 15 September). During 
the early registration period starting from September 15 th until January 16 th , ten STEM 
academies were held in Tbilisi, Batumi, Kutaisi, Zugdidi, Duisi, Telavi and Akhaltsikhe. 
All the scholarship' decisions were also made before the NAEC registration deadline on 
March 30, 2018. The fourth cohort recruitment timeline for Georgian citizens is shown 
in Figure 1.

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2.2 Fourth Cohort Recruitment Process (Georgian Citizens) 

Fourth Cohort recruitment process started on September 1st. The online early 
registration application, ApplySDSU, was made available on September 15 th . The 
potential applicants had until January 16 th to finalize their application process which 
included six stages: 

a. The applicants were first asked to fill out the ApplySDSU application on the SDSUG 
website until January 16 th . At the same time applicants filled out a financial aid form 
on-line. As part of the application, applicants were asked to submit a “statement of 
purpose” (motivation letter), and names of two references. The SV students were 
asked to self-identify and choose their category from a list of twelve SV categories 
defined by the MES; 

b. Prospective students were asked to submit their high school grades in sealed 
envelopes. They brought their award certificates (Olympiads, golden medals, etc.) 
to the interview; 

c. After evaluating prospective students’ academic results, SDSU Enrollment Services 
(home campus) issued conditional admission letters to the applicants; 

d. Each candidate was invited to a 15-minute interview with the scholarship committee, 
and asked questions from a list of predetermined list of questions. Interviews were 
scored (max. 100). The admission/financial assistance interviews were conducted 
starting January 23 rd until March 30 th . 

e. Applicants were asked to submit a financial data form documenting family finances 
(Yearly Disposable Income; Home - owned or rented and its market value; Owning 
a land as a private property and its market value; Saving/Investments; Owning a car 
and its market value; Loans Payable; Declared ability to Finance Tuition, etc.). 
Financial forms were then analyzed and each of the 8 categories were scored (max. 
score is 38, indicating that the family is below poverty line); 

f. On the last stage, the applicant was offered scholarship based on their financial 
information and the interview / academic results. 

During the fall 2017, over 50 schools in the greater Tbilisi area and 200 schools in the 
Regions were visited. Over 1356 STEM cards were collected at school presentations, of 
which 1227 were 12 th graders. In addition, 10 STEM academies were organized: Three 
in Tbilisi and seven in the Regions. The total attendance at the STEM academies was 
730 (11 th and 12 th graders), out of which 620 were 12 th graders. A summary of the 
Fourth cohort recruitment activities is shown in Figure 2.

For the fourth cohort, 33% of the applicant pool came from the SDSU-G feeder schools 
and rest from other public/private high schools. The number of applicants from the two 
Tbilisi Physics and Math Schools (Komorov and Vekua) increased significantly 
compared to the Third cohort. Applications from the Feeder Schools is summarized in

Early Registration Report 


Figure 5 presents the stats on the early applicants. Of the 285 applications received by 
the NAEC registration deadline, 266 applicants completed and submitted all their 
application documents and moved to the next stage of admissions process. 


Of the 266 completed applicants, 40% were female; 24% had Social Vulnerability 
status; 5 applicants were FLEX program participants. 


185 applicants were from Tbilisi, other 100 - from regions. 173 students were from 
public schools, and 82 students were from private schools.

During the first round of interviews, 253 students were interviewed. In Figure 6, the 
distribution of students interviewed was classified by geographic location, study 
programs, and by partner universities. As is the case in the previous years, most 
applicants are from TSU.

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2.3 Fourth Cohort Recruitment (International Students) 

Currently there are 58 international applicants. These students applied on Cal State 
Apply and are mostly from the target countries identified during the previous three 
recruitment cycles: Turkey, Iran, Azerbaijan, Kazakhstan, Ukraine, China, India / 
Pakistan, Nigeria, and Gulf States (Dubai, Kuwait, Bahrain, Abu Dhabi, Qatar) & 
Jordan. As indicated before, one of the main criteria used in identifying the target 
countries is English-readiness of students. We recently contracted with Center for 
International Education (CIE) to act as the International Office” of SDSU-G for fourth 
cohort international recruitment. 


3 SDSUG Financial Aid for the Fourth Cohort (Georgian Citizens) 

Most of the prospective students from Georgia need some sort of financial aid to afford 
SDSU-G tuition. Financial Aid decisions are made based on the financial need of the 
applicant and their academic results: interview score; high school GPA; participation in 
local and international Olympiads. 

For the students who, based on their high school performance/ transcripts, were found 
academically qualified for conditional admission to SDSU, the prominent differentiator 
for consideration for financial aid (merit or need-based) was students’ performance in 
the interview. The interview process yielded scores that reflected students overall 
ability, as well as a cursory check on the family finances / ability to pay. The scholarship 
committee felt strongly that the interviews, though very time intensive, were very useful 
to SDSU-G to identify both the star students, and those SV students who had the 
academic ability and needed support to study. 

Based on the above, the committee separated the applicants into three groups of two 
categories: Interview scores and school grades. 

Interview Tiers: 

1. Tier 1: (“Star Students”): Applicants who scored 95 and above in the interview; 

2. Tier 2: Students who scores 85-94 in the interview; 

3. Tier 3: Students who scored less than 84 in the interview. 

School Grade Tiers: 

1. Tier 1: (“Star Students”): Gold Medal Candidates; 

2. Tier 2: Applicants with the school grades of 8-9; 

3. Tier 3: Applicants with the school grades of 7 and below.

4 Financial Aid and Scholarship results (Georgian Students) 

Based on the “Tier” grouping, the results by gender, Social Vulnerability and region are 
as follows: 

135 Tier 1 students: All have high GPAs; most of the award certificates were in this 
group; 58 out of 135 were girls; 30 were SVs and 44 from regions. 

56 Tier 2 students: Mixed GPAs; 22 girls; 10 SVs; 21 from the regions. 

62 Tier 3 students: Mixed GPAs; 16 girls; 17 of these students were SVs; 24 were from 
the regions. 

In order to increase flexibility in their approach to the individual applicant, conserve 
scholarship funds, and be able to award some level of financial assistance to all deserving 
applicants (based on their interview score first, and considering their financial scores in 
determining the level of the assistance second), the scholarship committee decided to 
widen the scholarship categories to 22 beyond the declared four (25%, 50%, 75%, and 
100%). The scholarship categories used for the fourth cohort are (note: 100% is $30,000 
covering four years of tuition ): 

100%-$30,000; 87%-$26,000; 85% - $25,500; 84% - $25,200; 80% - $24,000; 77% 
- $23,000; 76% - $22,800; 75% - $22,500; 73% - $21,900; 71% - $21,200; 70% - 
$21,000; 67% - $20,000; 65% - $19,500; 64% - $19,200; 60% - $18,000; 56% - $16,800; 
53% - $16,000; 50% - $15,000; 47% - $14,000; 40% - $12,000; 33% - $10,000; 23% - 
$7,000. 

Requests of Tier 1 and Tier 2 students were tackled first as the committee felt strongly 
on securing the enrollment of these students. Family’s willingness to pay, and how 
much, was determined based on the data they provided and a phone interview with the 
parents of the applicants. After Tier 1 & 2, Tier 3 students were contacted next, as 
necessary. 

Based on the preliminary results, 235 scholarship offers were made, of which none have 
been rejected by the applicants. After several rounds of back and forth, all 235 applicants 
accepted our offers. By the NAEC registration closing deadline we had 235 accepted 
scholarship offers. The number of applicants by scholarship amounts is as follows:

6 Analysis 

1. Currently there are 235 students who accepted financial aid offers (current family 
co-pay is at 25%). Some applicants are expected to drop out after the NAEC results 
come out. 

2. Like last year, we expect to recruit students from the “Star students” group after 
announcement of the NAEC scores.

3. All in all we expect to enroll around 200 +/- Georgian students for the fourth cohort. 
The family co-pay is expected to be around 25%. 

4. International students who already applied stands at 58. Most of the international 
students apply in mid- to late summer. It is also expected that some of the current 
applicants will drop on the way. We expect to enroll approximately 15-30 
international students from the target countries. 


7 Post-NAEC Registration Recruitment Activities 

The online registration process, interviews and the financial aid offers will continue. 
Offers will be made on a selective basis. 

Currently we are working on planning additional events with two different aims and 
potential outcomes: 

1. To outreach new candidates and to increase the pool of applicants; 

2. To strengthen communication with the already existing applicants (especially with 
the ones who have accepted our scholarship offers) in order to decrease the drop¬ 
out rate: It is inevitable that some applicants will be lured by the competitors, and 
may not rank SDSU-G in the first place before the NAEC’s final results come out. 

We continue communication with the confirmed applicants via e-mails, which are sent 
once a week, in order to deepen their knowledge and insight into SDSU-G academic 
programs, exchange possibilities and student life. 

Like last year SDSU-G will seek to attract “Star students”, who scored high on the 
NAEC exam. This will be through an SMS text messaging through NAEC, after the 
NAEC raw scores are announced, and before the end of the NAEC appeal period.
